£-Rtteniu£ Lambs. 


For quick fattening no exercise is 


needed. For CO lambs, besides the 200 
or SCO square fee t of shed room, Iwonld 
provide a shed a trifle larger, ill which 
they may sun themselves, and in which 
the com fodder may be fed and worked 
down into uianiirt). I would never let 
them get wot, but give all the air they 
cau nave. In tho beginning dip them 
carefully to kill ticks. Heady all tbo 
advertised dips will do this. Tobacco 
stems, leaves or dust may be boiled up 


- at homo aad used, if obtainable. I mean 
to try Thymo-Cresol this year, as it is 
used cold, while tobacco ought to ba 
hot, say 115 degrees F. 


It may be very desirable to work a lot 


of corn fodder into tho lambs, but some 
clovar hay f.hotild be used with it 
I 


think wheat a good feed to Use thisysar, 
and perhaps cheaper than corn. 
If tho 


owner thinks beat to feed corn and com 
fodder, he should give the lambs what 
wheat bran they will eat, and he will 
be surprised to find how much greater 
the gains will be. I would also feed 
.more corn per day toward the last of tho 
feeding term. By the addition of tho 
protein of the bran the lanib can niako 
use of more of the carbonaceous ma- 
terial in the corn and fodder, so that it 
la very, probable that he may make the 
lambs weigh np to 125 pounds this year 
by May 1. 


But he should not hold them too long, 


tat let them go as soon as he can sen a 
profit in them, for lamb flesh mado in 
the winter costs very nearly B% cents 
per pound here to produce, and proba- 
bly fully as much in Virginia. Wo sell 
in March when the market justifies aud 
have held some bunches till May 8. 


As to castration, I will merely sug- 


gest that, so far as I have known, the 
results are not at all sure to ho good 
when lambs are 6 mouths old, and 
whenever using a knife 013 lambs for 
castration or docking tails be sure it, is 
sharp aud frequently disinfected. Boil- 
ing water is a satisfactory disinfectant. 
I have known serious results to follow 
using a knife that had been used for 
skinning dead sheep. — J. E. Wing hi 
Kural Now Yorker. 


Kight Klml of Draft Horse, 


Because we have protested against 


mere bulk without elasticity or, wearing 
quality it does not follow that we have 
fixed on vtumcrs or lumber trade horses 
as our draft horsa ideal. "Wo move mer- 
chandise and iron, stone anil logs in 
this country. 'All tho iron founders are 
not centered at Newcastle, nor dues Liv- 
erpool, with its gigantic movement of 
freight, handle ail tlie world's nitres in 
heavy bulk. We do a little of that busi- 
ness on this side, and wo need horses to 
handle it, but wo do not want post leg- 
ged horses. Weight in tho collar is ui 
little use without leverage, '"his has been 
the burden of our contention. We have 
more thiiu oiico warned Scotch breeders 
chat they may possibly got not too much 
quality aud leverage, but have too little 
weight with it 
We have hailed with 


pleasure tho big bulky Shires when they 
bring sufficient length of -pastern aud 
clean bone and sound feet with them. 
We want no crumbling horn, no wiry, 
"kinky" hair, no indefinable pastern 
aud no ronnd and gnmiuy legs, even if 
accompanied with a ton of heft. — Breed- 
er's Gazette.

Sc:irclty of I.ivo Stock. 


The returns of the United States de- 


partment of agriculture show that in 
January, 1394, the total number of cat- 
tle in this country amounted to 53, OD5,- 
56S as against 54,"oG7,S90 in 1892. The 
number of swine was reported as 45,- 
306,498, a reduction of 7, 000, 000 from 
that of 181)3. And from tho way the 
pigs and young cattle have been market- 
ed recently, driven in by tho drought 
and prospects of a short corn crop, a 
marked shortage may occur within the 
next year or two. 


Taking these points into considera- 


tion, it will be seen that live stock pre- 
sents a more promising future than 
most other branches of agriculture. Tho 
tousumptiou of meats increases from 
year to year, iuid this increase has to be 
supplied as well as catching up the 
shortages. If prices advance in tho next 
year on any kind of live stock on ac- 
count of light supplies, the indications 
are that there v-i! . bo some stability in

Most- Burmese have 
only one wife, and few more than 
two. The first, or head wife, is 
usually the choice of the husband in 
his youth, and when she ceases to 
have children she often assists in tho 
choioeof a young wife, who is bound 
to obey her. 


The ease with which divorce is ob- 


tained is said to be one of the causes 
why polygamy is r,o rare. The terms 
of divorce are based on ancient rules, 
one of which is that the party wish- 
ing tho separation can take his or 
her property and no 'more. The 
other party takes all the rest, in- 
cluding the children. Thosafeguard 
against caprice in husbands is not 
merely public opinion, which con- 
demns too frequent divorces, but the 
self respect of women, which pre- 
vents them from marrying a man 
who has divorced his wives too free- 
ly. The privilege of perfect free- 
dom in this respect issaid.ro be rare- 
ly abused. "Divorco is very rare, a 
fact attributable equally perhaps to 
the high position occupied by wom- 
en in Burmese society, the care with 
which marriage contracts are en- 
tered into and the extreme evenness 
of temper which characterizes both 
sexes."— London Times.

Clover Jn.pftiicso Devices. 


The Japanese have a mode of prepar- 


ing stencils which is bettor than ours. 
In our method complicated figures must 
bo divided by broad lines of paper in 
order to glno tho paper together aud 
make the stencil strong enough for use, 
and these bands of paper leave blanks in 
tho design which must often be filled 
in by hand. The Japanese cut their 
stencils out of two or sometimes three 
thicknesses of thin but tough paper. 
Thou between each two of these sheets 
they lay, crossing one another in all 
directions, human hairs or fibers of raw 
silk. These are specially laid across the 
open parts of the design, and when tbe 
several layers of tho stencil are glued 
together they servtTtho same purpose as 
tho bands of paper left by our stencil 
cutters, but they form no obstacle to the 
application of the color and leave uo 
blanks iu the design. 


Tlie same clever workers use rico 


paste, applied with the brush or with 
stencils, for "stopping out" in dyeing 
or iu painting with dyes. 
When tho 


color is fixed, the rice paste can be 
washed awny. They also obtain the op- 
posite effect, on silks of European or 
American manufacture. 
Having found 


that these often fade quickly, they exe- 
cute a design on them in rice paste, 
then treat them with chloride of lime 
until they are bleached. The rice paste 
is then washed away, leaving the de- 
iign iu tbo original color.—Art Aina-
